In the mean 
time the Poles are likewifa apprehenfive of fome Proje& again{t their Republick, 
where the difcontented Nability continue to ftrengthen their Party, and corre- 
{pond fecretly with the Emperor. of Ruifia, to the Prejudice of their Sovereign 
ing Auguitus. *Tis thought that the Mufcovite Fleet is to try the Temper 
of the Danes, or rather make\a Pretence for a Rupture with that ‘Crown,and wilk 
attempt a Paflage through the Sound, without ftriking Sail or paying Toll at 
Elfenore, as the Ships otall other Nations have been obliged to do Time out of 
mind: 

Thefe from Stockholm intimate, That the Money was not yet received which 
the Czar was to pay concerning the City of Wybourg, purfuant to the late 
Treaty of Peace; and that fome Difficulties are farted relating to the Regula- 
tion of Limits between the two States.
